EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below.

6. Claims 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Withrow et al. (2,575,574). 

Withrow et al. disclose a method of using a liquid (27) for controlling vapor flow 
through a valve apparatus between a canister (18) and atmospheric conditions, the 
method comprising: defining a vapor flow path through a housing containing the liquid, 
the vapor flow path extending between first (19)(col. 3, lines 29-31) and second (21)(col. 
3, lines 44-46) ports in the housing and passing through the liquid, and the housing 
containing the liquid in a first reservoir as seen in Figure 2 in an upright arrangement of 
the valve apparatus (col. 4, lines 7-68); and preventing the liquid from flowing out of the 
first and second ports in an inverted arrangement of the valve apparatus (claim 4). 
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Regarding claim 15, wherein the preventing the liquid from flowing out comprises 
containing the liquid in a second reservoir (upper area of the housing 18 around the first 
port 19). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-6, 9-13, and 19-21 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 14-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
